In 1784 it was 
solemnly decreed that nobody should | 
be permitted to go up ina balloon “or | 
any other kind of aerostatic machine” 
which was worked by burning spirits 
of wine or any other means of making , 
a fire. 

Later, in 1811, it was enacted in 
France that henceforth no balloon, 
whether free or captive, should be per- 
mitted to ascend with any species of 
furnace or stove, that po one should 
be allowed to ascend in a balloon un- 
less he carried a parachute and that 
ascents were not to be begun later 
than one hour before sunset nor earlier 
than an hour after sunrise. Further- 
more, no ascents whatever were to be 
undertaken during the garnering of the 
harvest por for six weeks prior ) 
thereto,

to Newfoundland.

! Lapps from Lapland to Labrador and 


Newfoundland. The first step was the 
sending from Lapland of domesticat- 
ed reindeer, with the object of provid- 
ing an oceupation for the Lapps; who 
are a dying race, The latter are now 
being sent abroad to look after the 
deer, and in time it is hoped they will 
settle down and preserve a race that 
seemed doomed. The Royal National 
Mission to Deep Sea Fishermen— 
which is carrying out this remarkable 
work—first made investigations in 
Newfoundland and Labrador to ascer- 
tain if there was food for the reindeer. 
It discovered that though most of the 
land is unfertile, there is a vast quan- 
tity of the reindeer moss capable of 
feeding an unlimited number of deer. 

The great want of the people there 
is a supply of fresh meat and other 
articles of diet, such as cheese, milk, 
and butter, three things which the 
reindeer is caprble of providing. 
Hence Mr. Wood reported the ani- 
mals will not only be invaluable for 
the purpose of transport but will also 
enable the people to get better food. 
The reindeer is One of the most re- 
markable of animals. To the Lapp 
it is everything. It feeds him, clothes 
him, and is his beast of burden. Al- 
ready it appears the reindeer has been 
acclimatized in Alaska, and there the 
mails are now carried by reindeer 
sledges, and in relays of 50 miles it is 
found that the reindeer can transport 
the mails at the rate of 200 miles a 
day. In Newfounland the reindeer 
have already proved their worth in 
the lumber camps. 

Dr. Grenfell, who has forwarded to 
the mission a renort es to the Lapps 
who have been shinped over with: the 
deer, gives a description of the 
strange ways of the strange people. 
They are very short and their faces 
are wizened. Both sexes wear deer- 
skin breeches and knee-length coats, 
and the only thing which distin- 
guishes women from men is the close- 
fitting hood worn by the women. All 
the men chew and the women smoke. 
The moment the deer were landed the 
Lapns were enxious to get to the hills 
ps they covld not stand the civilized 
dwellings, which were ‘‘too draughty.” 
They prefer tents which fill with 
smoke so that their eves soon get 
bloodshot. The scheme has been car- 
ried out by meens of chariteble dona- 
tions, and in this resnect may be de- 
scribed as. the most extraordinary 
charitable movement or. ~ecord.

THE STENOGRAPHER’S SAINT. 


Sir Isaac Pitman Possessed a Remark- 
able Memory. 


“One of the greatest of modern 
benefactors to commercial life.’’ So 
the late Sir Isaac Pitman was once 
described, and the eulogy was_ well 
deserved. Shorthand to-day stands as 
one of the most valuable assets of 
business life, and there are hundreds 
of thousands of young men and wo- 
men throughout the world who, at 
the present time, owe their position 
and prosperity in life to the man who 
invented phonography, and thus open- 
ed up for them a vast field of em- 
ployment. 

To them the story of “The Life of 
Sir Isanc Pitman,” told by Mr. Alfred 
Baker, and published at 7s. 6d. by 
the firm which Sir Isaac founded 
years ago at Amen Corner, should 
prove of special interest and value. 
Tt tells an absorbing story of the in- 
vention of shorthand, and how for 
nearly twenty years Sir Isaac worked 
at his famous system, by night as 
well as by day. During these years 
he labored from six in the morning 
until ten at night, spending all his 
profit except a bare living wage in 
meking phonogranhy one of the most 
perfect. systems of shorthand ever in- 
vented. 

Tsaac Pitmen was always a strenu- 
ous worker. When he aterted life, at 
a very early age, as a clerk in a cloth 
factory, he found time for systematic 
study, elthough the honrs were from 
six in the morning vntil six at nicht. 
He and his brother Tacob rose at four 
each morning. and devoted nearly two 
hours to their books. They then left 
home to begin the duties of the day, 
and in the evening gave one or two 
mere hovrs to study. 

When he was twelve years of age 
Pitman commenced a system of mem- 
ory training, and in his morning walks 
committed to memory the first four- 
teen chapters of Proverbs. He would 
not undertake a fresh chapter until 
he had reneated the preceding one 
without hesitation. Then at sixteen 
he carefully read through Walker’s 
Dictionary, with the double object 
of extending his knowledge of words 
and of correcting his errors in orth- 
oepy. 

Here is another example of his 
amazing working powers. When he 
was twenty-two years of age, Pitman 
came across Bagster’s Comprehensive 
Bible and discovered some fifteen in- 
accuracies in the references, Forth- 
with he wrote to that publisher: + 

“T have made it my custom for two 
or three years in my morning and 
evening reading of Scripture to refer 
to every parallel place, in some meas- 
ure appreciating the value of the plan. 
If you would like to place a copy of 
your Bible under my cate TI would 
give you the benefit of the corrections 


and -mistakes . which ._I_might _ dis-, 


cover.” 

There were 500,000 references in this 
Bible, and the self-imposed task ocen- 
pier him three years. But though he 
refused any monetary reward, he had 
the satisfaction of finding an error 
on every page and a friendly publish- 
er who helped him Inter when he 
wanted to publish his shorthand 
books.

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DYED TO SAVE LIFE. 


Lady Ramsay Was Saved In Indian 
Mutiny by Ayah. 

The history of the family of the 
Dukes of Atholl, the heir to which 
title, the Marquis of Tullibardine, has 
celebrated his 87th birthday, goes 
far back into the mists of antiquity, 
for the first Karl of Tullibardine, 
who received the title in 1606, was 
twelfth hereditary baron of that 
place. Lord Tullibardine entered the 
Black Watch at one-and-twenty, and 
two years later exchanged into the 
Royal Horse Guards, his first public 
appearance as an officer of thé latter 
Tegiment heing an unfortunate one 
It was on the occasion of the wed- 
ding of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, and Lord Tullibardine was 
acting as a member of the guard of 
honor to Their Royal Highnesses, 
when his horse stumbled and threw 
him heavily. Probably his helmet 


| saved his life, but he was badly hurt, 


both by the fall and by the animal 
trampling on him. Tn 1896 he volun- 
téered for active service in Egypt, and 
distinguished himself at Atbara and 
Omdurman, gaining two medals, 
clasp, and a D. 8. O. His special ex- 
ploit was to dash through the Der- 
vishes in order to reach two wounded 
troopers, and after Omdurman he and 
Mr. Winston Chnrchill went among 
the Dervish wounded—a very perilous 
undertaking—to give them water. The 
marquis, moreover, extracted a bullet 
from a Dervish’s arm with a button- 
hook in his pocketknife. Lady Tul- 
libardine, daughter of Sir James 
Ramsay, like several of her family. 
is a Christian Scientist. Her mother, 
the late Lady Ramsay, met with a 
curious experience as a baby. She 
was saved by her ayah during the 
Indian mutiny, by being stained the 
dark-brown color of the native infant. 
Lady Tullibardine will always remem- 
ber her home-coming as a bride to 
Blair Castle, Blair Atholl, for there 
is an old custom in the family that a 
bride must never walk across the 
threshold, but must be carried over 
in the arms of old retainers. This 
pretty ceremony has always been 
most religiously observed. 


The earldom held by Lord Gran- 
‘ard, whose marriage to Miss Beatrice 
Mills, daughter of Mr. Ogden Mills, 
and niece of Mrs. Whitelaw Reid, 
has taken place, dates back to 1648. 
But there was a-barony in the family 
long before this. for Sir Alexander 
Forbes, who married a granddaughter 
of the Scotch King, Robert III., was 
created Lord Forbes. by King James 
II., of Scotland, in 1448.
